you see above him, is rather a her 
mit bird and huilds Lis nest in the 
underground or on. the ground, 
when he decides to sing he glides 
through the air with a floating 
movement to a treetop, from which 


he pours out his merry peal. Proud 


of his brilliant pertormance, the 

bird repeats whatever he sings two 

or three times. The poet Brown- 

ing describes this characteristic of 

the brown thrasher when he says; 

“That's the wise thrush: he sings 
each song twice over, 

Lest you Should think he never 
could recapture
